cution of good lawes fhould daily be preferibed as Remeases ; 
left, by too long neglec& and fufterance, the Body of the Com- 
monwealth fhould grow fo fex/e with fuperannuated evils, and 
the homers waxc prevalent ,that the defperatenefle of the dif- 
eafe might enforce them to as ae/perate a Remedy. 

It is no lefle prudence and providence in thofe that are appein- 
ted by the Supreme power (agunder him) chiete Governours and 
Over feers of the Church, to be very circumf{pect ; and, not oncly 
faithfully to exercife them Function,by due and care: 
ful preaching of the Gofpel; but nag’) diligently to difcharge 
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their office im governing, thatis, inmaking wholfome 
nances,and duly executeng them ; Thatthe Incenveniences that 
erow daily inthe Church, may be daily fied, by toe Jong 
‘or bearance they gather head, and fo become either sncureable- or 
clic, capable of Remedy, with too great a loffe. 

The naturall Affection! fo dearly owe tothis my native Coan- 
rry, (towhich my foule alwayes hath, dath, ahd will for ever, 
wilh as much happine(fe as heaven cay pleafsto give) permit: 
me not to think Our Churchin fo forlerne and defperate a Ca? 
pnt that it may be capable of awholfomie Cure; Yet Senfe and 
Reafon (Aying with the naturall wimggot Love and Duty) bide 
me¢ feare, that thofeunnaturall Homorg, Prose, Negligence, Su. 
perflition, Schifme, and (thet Harbinger of Deftruction) Secu- 
“tty have lo long'been gathering, and now fetled inher, that the 
cannot, without long time,and much qi thculty, (or elfe efpeci- 
all providence end divine mercy) berdltored ; For the haftning 
whereof, accuried be thatunworthy Afemser that fhall not ap- 
ply the untmoft of his endeavour, and ajligenee ; and, net returne 
the beft of thofe Abslitses,he fuckttrom her in 4ealth, toher ad- 
vantage , in this her great and deplorable catremity of Di- 
temper. | 

The wearyed Phyfitian,(after his many fruitlefle experiments 
npon a con/mming Body )advifes his dréeping Patient tothe place 
of his birth, to draw that Ayre,he-was hirit bred in : Thelikelyeft

The Phy fitian requires not his crazie Patient to take his Pro-

{wiftnefle of the paflage makes too fudden an alteration of the 
Climate) butin an cafie-going Litter, the flownefle of whole 
pace might give him a graded change of Ayre, 

The fatelt way to redwce our languifhing Chureh to her firft 
Conititution, is to avoid all unnatural] Commeorions, and vielence 


in her paflage; and carefully to decline all /mdden alterations.

ableft meanes that may be, that nothingin her journey may ia- 
serrups her, and provetoo prejudiciall to her jowrnyes end.

How many have been convicted of Blafphemy , and yet unpu- 
nifht ? Hew many times have their wstne//es been taken again{t 
fome of our molt learned and religious Minifters? for which, 
fome, are plunaered,\ome fequefired, and {omc smprifened : How 
many of our Minifters wholefeverity proceeded formerly againft 
Yornicators , Adulterers, Drunkards, Swearers, and fuch like, 
are now undoue upon their revengefull witnefles and teftimony, 
appearing now (for the better colouring of their malice) wef 
affected tothe Caufc ?

this our almoft outdated Religion) Allfuchas approve of the 
Book of Common Prayer, (a Forme eltadlitht by many Acts of 
Proteftamt Parliaments) All fuch asare paflively obedient, and 
loyall to his Majefty (a duty commended byGods own month. ) 
Of the Clergie, all iuchas will not preach for blood, (although 
Minilters of the Gofpel of Peace.) All fuch as will not take the 
Covenant, to {upprefie Bifheps, (although they have formerly 
{worn canenicad pbedsence to their Ordinary ) All fuch as wi) not 
encourage Subjetts toref/t the power of their naturall Prince, 
(although havingtaken the Oath of Alegeance, and the late Pre- 
tefiation.) Andte conclude, all that have not costributed wil- 
lingly, bountifully, and continually to this Warre; and ina 


word, that have any con/iderable Eftatesto picka holeins 
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The New Diftemper. 
Sets and Seftaries be not fuppreft tillthen, weare like to have a 
comfortable Reformation,

Which courfe foever ye take, you have not Chrift for your ex- 
ample,who quietly fuffered the two Cefars, being Idelaters, not 
onely to pofic fie that Kingdome,but to #/srp it,becaufe God per- 
mitted them,and permi/fively placed them there : When the Dif- 
ciples askt our blefled Saviour, Didft wot then fow good wheat i 
Whence commeth it that there be tares ? His anfwer was,7 be 
one bath done st, His pleafure being demanded , whether they 
fhonld weedthem up ? his Reply was, No, Let thems: alone until 
the barveff and then he would feparate them. 

A good deed may be ill dene, when either againft command,or 
without warrant. | 

Though God hath permitted the evsd ene to plant Papilts a- 
mong us, yet he hath not authorized ws to root them up,nor yet to 
take the lives of any,untill their actions come within the danger 
and compafie of the ettablifht Lawes of the Land. 

We have prefidents for the rooting out of Idolaters in the 
Seriptares ; which warrant us to dec the like. 


You 
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You finde it no where, but in the time of the Law ; at which 
-time,God smemediately commanded it ; which kind of Warrants 
 arenow ceafed. 

- Again,In the time of the Law, fome were accompted Stran- 
gers, And {trangers had not the priviledges that brethren have. 
Vfary was lawful to be taken of firangers, not of brethren : Now. 
inthetimes of the Gofpel, Chrift bath made us all Brethren, 
and calledus by hisownname, Chriftians : and what was /awe 
ful, then, to be doneto ftrangers,is #swarrantable, now,tobe 
done to Chriltians. We arebrethren. 


Then Proteftantiime and Popery may he con//tent in one 


Kingdom, and Gods name may beharmelefly prophaned with 
Idolatry and /uperfistson,inthe fame place, where it is tr#ly and 
fincerely worfhipt. 

Your inference ig not good. Itis one thing for a Prince to pre- 


tet his fubjects ; and an other to be partaker with them, ortoale 


low of their /uperjfitions. Kings cannot enforce Confciences, 
though pitcht upora falfe Religion : All that Magiftratescan do 
againft them(unlefle for Seducing which a particularStatute made 


Treafen ) isto punith their pur/es, for not obferving his Statutes 


refpectively , or for exercifing their Religion contrary to his 
Lawes, But well it were if fucha sece/ity ot Connivance had no 
fych fabject to workupon. 
How happy had it been for this unlucky kingdom, if his Maje- 
ftics moft prudent and pious offer, two yeare fince, propounded 
‘to us, had been accepted in this particular, That al the Children 
of bis fubjetts of that Religion, foould be taken from thew, and edu- 
cated in the Religton of the Church ef England? By which means, 
the whole Kingdom,in a fhort {pace of time, would have been 
peaceably reduced to in Doctrine; And,if the fame courlc 
were taken with otheSrectaryes,anV niformsty inDifcipline alfo. 
But our Kingdom mutt not expect an univerfall and through Re-

Buttoreturneto our firft matter. Admit Epifcopacy were s

Government, accidentally inconvenient, and that a mere fisting 
Government, were difcovered, prepared and made ready tobe 
fitup, It would be but a sew untryed Government,and net expe- 
riment:lly known what prepertion it would beare without tem- 
poral’ Conftitutions. Ahorfe may be well metled, and condi- 
tioned.end every way commendable for the /addle; yet not draw 
wellina Coach or Chariot: A great partot our Common- Law 
ts bu It upon the Ca/es of Bifhops, infomuen that if that Goveri- 
ment th: changed, there muft beaneceflary a/seratson of. many 
Lawes of the land ; And what sncomvenience may arife from {uch 
an Alteration, I leaveto the Judgment of Lawyers, being not un- 
worthy of fome Confideration. 
ut let thefe things be accompted not Jnconveniencyes, and 
that the Hierarchical! Government is fitto be demo/:fbed, either 
tor the ebufe of it,by fome few exorbitant Prelates,or for the mif- 
chicfes that follow,in re{pect of it /e/f, in that it adminifters fuch 
occafion of offence, yet the toe /uaden Execution of a bufines of fo 
great acon/equence,and concernment,gives alivelyer teltimony of 
paffion then difcretion, (if polititions may have credit ) and fa- 
vours of extremity, (which isoppofite to all virtue,) andtoo 
much rafhnefle, the asfemper of all {crious and honorable under- 
takings: Too fuddenan Alteration in matters of moment,
